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The United States and the West Indies
Tas exciting events transpiring in the Wast
Indies possess & peculiar significance. The
people of the United States have a deeper in-
terent in the prosperity of those islands than
any other nation. If they were wisely gov-
erned, their industrial interests properly de- |
veloped, and their commurcial relations freed
at onoe from injarious restriotions and from
the dangers and anoertainties which are io-
separably oonneoted with internal wara and |
revolutions, they would furnish to ns a more
desirable basig for profitable commercs than
any other portion of the globe. The true
ocourse of mutually beneficial foreign trade is
between the inhabitante of northern and
sonthern latitudes, for their varying wants
sud oapacities ara the natural counterparts of
each other, while the traflic between peopls
ocoupying similar regions usually promotes
the interests of but one of the contracting
partigs. The United States gaing Jittle or
pothing in the long ran by exchanging pro-
yisions for British iron or German mannufac-
tures that could us well be made on our own
goil, but there is & large basis for profit and
mutual advantage in the exohange of north-
ern manufaotures, machinery, agrionltural
implements, flour, and provisions, for the
pugar, molasees, coffee, cocos, tobacco, in- |
digo, and valuable woods of Cuba, Hayti, and |
San Domingo. " |

{n spite of all restriotions, a large commerce |
of the character indicated has existed for
mapy years, But it has been crippled in
avery imaginable manner, and while the tastes |
or necegsilies of our people have made us the
most profitable customers of Cnban produots,
oonstant ebstacles have been thrown in the |
way 0of a reciprocal interchange of our staples |
or our manufactures, instead of bullion, for 1
the tropical staples which enter go largely ]l
into American consnmption. When we buy |
sugar from Cuba we must pay & large tribute |
in the shape of an export duty, tosupport the |
grandenr of a Spanish court. When we sell
flour to Cuba, we must compete, at a great dis-
advantage, with the flour of Spain; and similar
disadvantages prevail in regard to the sale of
all our other produots as well as in reference |
to the employment of our gailing vessels in
the oarrying trade, in which we have so desp
an interest, and which, for obvious reasons, |
we ocould so advantageously conduot.

While Spanish greed and tyranny have in-
terposed so many obstacles to the establish- |
ment of just commercial relations with Caba:
A long sucoession of revolutions and internal
wars has exerciged an equally banefal infla-
ence upon the trade that should exist between
this country and Hayti.

It is evident that, sooner or later, not only
manifeat destiny but the manifest matual in-
teresta of the Inhabitants of the West Indies
and the American people, will solve present
and past difficnlties by the method which has
proved so effioacions on the mainland, and
that they will find in annexation a remedy for
the exactions and disorders which have
hitherto proved so heavy a tax alike on the
judustry of the wheat-grower in Illinois, the
merchant in Philadelphia, the sugar-planter
in Cuba, and the tiller of the coffee plantations
of Hayti.

Now that our eountry has not only sup-
pressed a gigantic Rebellion, bat solved tha
problem of combining the freedom of newly
emancipated slaves with industrial progress,
sand of emerging from the worat of politival
oonvulsions with a pure, alert, and vigorous
Government, it is but natural that the sorely-
" oppressed and distracted people of the adja-
oent isles shounld turn hither for relief, and
seriousaly consider by what practical steps they
oan find future safety and prosperity under
the shisld of this mighty Republic,

In this polnt of view the late intelligence
from Hayti possesses peculisr siguificance,
It is stated that one of the counflioting parties
there has made & direot offer to anuvex all the
territory under its control to this country;
snd while a certain deference to popular pre-
judice ssems to require a denisl or conceal-
ment of this design, there can be bat littls
doubt that it has many powerfal supporters,

| apd unwise, there appears to be a generally

prevalent opinion at Washington that they
will not vote for the repeal if their votes ars
necessary Lo carry it, for the sake of embar-
rasging President Granl as much as possible,
and fomenting a breach between the appoint-
ing and confirming powers.

The caucus, after two stormy ressions of
two hours each, resnlted in an understanding
by which the repealing bill is to be referrad
back to the Committee on the Judiciary, who
are expeoted to report a bill snbatantially the
same as that submitted by Senator Conkling,
a sort of compromige measure, by which Pre-
sident Grant will be relieved, to a great degres,
from his present embarrassments, while at the
same time the general prinoiple of the original
Tennre-of-Office act will be recoguized as ex-
pedient and just. This compromize messure
will be gubjected to the ordeal of another
cauncns to-morrow morniog, and if it pass that
snccessfully, it will be rushed through the
Benate befors the adjonrnment to-morrow
afternoon. The leading principles of the pro-
position are to give the President absoluts
control of his Cabinet offivers, and power to
make removals without assignment of cause,
instead of mere suspensions for caunse, during
the recess of the Senate, the names of the new

appointees to be forwarded to that body |
within thirty days after its reassembling. If
the new appointments are confirmed, without
question, the matter is ended; but if they are F
rejected, the persons removed are reinstated.
It is asserted that President Grant some
days ago expressed himself satisfied with this |
proposition, and if this be troe, and the mea- l
sure meets the approval of both houses, the
country will doubtless acquiesce. At no
period in our history has there been a greater |
necessity for a wholesale removal from the |
Federal offices, for the men whom Audrew |
Jonnson installed in power were, a8 a general |
rule, as corrupt and incompetent as could |
well be gelected, While it might be possible

of them “‘for cause,”” it would be & llerculdan
tesk; and as the new President has interpreted
the Tepure-of-Office law to mean that he
shall make mno removals except for
cause, even during the sessions of the Senats,
the only practicable way of getting rid of
Johnson’s satellites is by such a saummary
removal as the law, in his opinion, forbids,
under any circnmstances. - Yet the provision
which reinstates the officials removed during
the recess, in case the new appointments are
pot covfirmed, will operale a8 a healthy oheck
upen any approach towards mere parlisanship
or favoritism, and cause the greatest care,
both on the part of the President and the
Senate, to gecure for all the offices under the
Federal Government men whose capacity and
integrity are beyond question.
